QUESTION 1 LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 
Do you approve of a law summarized below, on which no vote was taken by the 


Senate or the House of Representatives before May 6, 1992? 


SUMMARY (Question 1) 


This proposed law would establish a Health Protection Fund to pay for health 
programs relating to tobacco use, including distribution of information about 
tobacco use, to be financed by a new excise tax on cigarettes and smokeless tobacco. 
The Health Protection Fund would be used, subject to appropriation by the state 
Legislature, to supplement existing funding for the following purposes: school 
health education programs including information about the hazards of tobacco use; 
smoking prevention and smoking cessation programs in the workplace and community; 
tobacco-related public service advertising; drug education programs; support of 
prenatal and maternal care at community health centers which provide programs on 
smoking cessation and information on the harmful effects of smoking; and monitoring 
by the state Department of Public Health of illness and death associated with 
tobacco. 

The proposed law would establish a new excise tax of one and one-quarter cents 
per cigarette (twenty-five cents per pack of 20) and twenty-five percent of the ae 
wholesale price of smokeless tobacco. This excise would be in addition to the 
excise already imposed on cigarettes and smokeless tobacco. The new excise would 
be collected by the state Department of Revenue under the same procedures that 
apply to the existing tobacco excise. 

The proposed law would direct the State Comptroller to report annually on the 
revenues and expenditures of the Health Protection Fund. The proposed law states 
that if any of its provisions were found invalid, the other provisions would remain 
in effect. The proposed law would go into effect on January 1, 1993.

QUESTION 2 LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 


Do you approve of a law summarized below, on which no vote was taken by the 
Senate or the House of Representatives before May 6, 1992? 


SUMMARY 

This proposed law would require certain banks, insurance companies and publicly- 
traded corporations to file annual reports with the Massachusetts Secretary of State 
listing information from their state tax returns, including profit, income, cor- 
porate income tax due, deductions, exemptions and credits. These reports would be 
made public. This provision would apply only to those banks, insurance companies and 
publicly-traded corporations required by federal and other Massachusetts laws to 
disclose information concerning their federal tax payments. 

The proposed law would also require the annual release by state officials of a 
detailed analysis of certain tax expenditures enacted or changed after January l, 
1988. State law defines a tax expenditure as an exemption, exclusion, deduction, 
or credit that results in less corporate, sales, or income tax revenue for the state. 
This analysis would be required only for tax expenditures with an annual revenue 
impact of $1,000,000 or more. The analysis would include information on the actual 
revenue loss, as well as the number and proportion of taxpayers or taxpaying enti- 
ties benefiting from the tax expenditure, according to income, profit, receipts or 
sales.

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QUESTION 3 LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 


Do you approve of a law summarized below, on which no vote was taken by the 
Senate or the House Representatives before May 6, 1992? 


SUMMARY (Question 3) 


This proposed law would require all packaging used in Massachusetts on or 
after July 1, 1996 to be reduced in size, reusable, or made of materials that have 
been or could be recycled. The proposed law would provide for exemptions for health, 
safety, and other reasons and would establish penalties for violations. 

Packaging would have to be either reduced in size by at least 25% every five 
years; or designed to be reusableat least five timeswith at least 50% of such packaging 
actually being reused; or recycled at a 50% rate; or composed of 25% or more of 
recycled materials (increasing to 35% on July 1, 1999 and 50% on July 1, 2002); or 
composed of materials being recycled at an annual rate of 25% (increasing to 35% 
in 1999 and 50% in 2002). The requirements would apply to any packaging or containers 
used to protect, store, handle, transport, display, or sell products. 

These requirements would not be applicable to tamper-resistant or tamper-evident 
seals; packaging for medication or medical devices; packaging merely being shipped 
through the state; packaging required by federal or state health or safety laws or 
regulations; or flexible film packaging necessary to prevent food from spoiling. 

The state Department of Environmental Protection could also grant exemptions 
for packaging that represents an innovative approach for which additional time is 
needed to meet the requirements of the law; or packaging made of material that cannot 
be reused or recycled, and cannot be made of recycled material, but is being composted 
at a significant rate; or products for which there is no complying packaging and 
for which compliance with the law would impose undue hardship (other than increased 
cost) on Massachusetts residents. A person applying for an exemption would pay a 
fee to be used, subject to legislative appropriation, to pay the cost of adminis- 
tering the proposed law. 

The Department would be required to issue regulations to carry out the proposed 
law and would be required to investigate suspected violations. After issuing a 
warning, the Department could assess administrative penalties of up to $100 for 
each offense and up to $10,000 for any single shipment or single continuing act of 
non-compliance. The state Attorney General could also file court actions for civil 
penalties of up to $500 for each offense and up to $25,000 for any single shipment 
or continuing act of non-compliance, and could seek a court order requiring compliance. 
Each non-complying piece of packaging would be considered a separate offense or act 
of non-compliance. 

The proposed law states that if any of its provisions were declared invalid, 
the other provisions would remain in effect.

QUESTION 4 LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 


Do you approve of a law summarized below, on which no vote was taken by the 
Senate or the House of Representatives before May 6, 1992? 


SUMMARY 


This proposed law would impose an excise tax on oil, toxic chemicals, and 
other hazardous substances, and would direct that the money raised, along with the 
fees paid by hazardous waste transporters and specific revenues under other state 
laws, be deposited in the state Environmental Challenge Fund. Money in the Fund 
would be used, subject to legislative appropriation, to assess and clean up sites 
that have been or may be contaminated by oil or hazardous materials, and to carry 
out and enforce the excise. 

As of July 1, 1993, the excise would apply to persons, businesses, and other 
entities possessing 50,000 pounds or more of oil and toxic chemicals covered by the 
Proposed law. Toxic chemicals would be covered if classified as toxic by the 
federal Environmental Protection Administration (EPA) under federal law. As of 
July 1, 1994, substances listed as hazardous by the EPA under federal law would 
also become subject to the excise. 

Until June 30, 1995, the excise would be two-tenths of one cent ($0.002) per 
pound. In later years, the state Commissioner of Revenue would set the excise rate 
at a level, notto exceed two-tenths of one cent per pound, sufficient to yield 
$35 million annually in 1995 dollars

The excise would not apply to gasoline or other special engine fuels, jet 
fuel taxed under other state law, numbers 1 or 2 fuel oil keresone, animal or 
vegetable oil, or waste oil classified as hazardous waste under other state law. 
Nor would the excise apply to oils, toxic chemicals, or hazardous substances 
merely being shipped through Massachusetts; or contained in a consumer product 
intended for retail sale; or present in a mixture at a concentration of less 
than one percent; or present in hazardous waste being transported by a licensed 
hazardous waste transporter who had paid or will pay a transporter fee under state 
law; or for which the excise tax has already been paid under the proposed law and 
which have not been reprocessed or recycled since payment of the excise. 

The excise also would not apply to oils, toxic chemicals, or hazardous sub- 
stances that are possessed by individuals for personal, non-business purposes; or 
are contained in vehicles or vessels intended to be used for normal purposes; or 
are produced in Massachusetts as a by-product of pollution control equipment or 
the clean up of hazardous materials and are handled in compliance with federal 
and state environmental laws. Finally, the excise would not apply to toxic 
chemicals or hazardous substances in a manufactured product the use of which re- 
quires a specific shape or design and which does not release toxic substances 
under normal use. 

Under the proposed law, the excise would ordinarily be collected from the 
first person or business within Massachusetts to come into possession of materials 
subject to the tax. If that person or business had not paid the excise a later 
possessor could be required to pay the excise and could then recover a corresponding 
amount from the first possessor. The proposed law would provide credits for 
excises paid on materials that become ingredients in the manufacture of other ma- 
terials subject to the tax, and it would provide credits for similar excises or 
taxes paid to other states. 

Persons possessing more than 25,000 pounds of materials subject to the excise 
in any six-month period would be required to obtain a license from the Commissioner 
of Revenue. The Commissioner could issue regulations establishing record-keeping 
and reporting requirements for persons possessing such materials. The Commissioner 
would collect the excise through procedures similar to those for other state taxes 
and could issue regulations to implement the proposed law. 

The proposed law states that if any of its proviSions were declared invalid, 
the other provisions would remain in effect.

This group of 14 
local cities and towns has joined together for the purpose of exploring 
regional efficiencies that may be found in a variety of areas from purchasing 
and training to perhaps even public works and public safety. This group is on 
the cutting edge of exploration of regional issues in Massachusetts and East 
Bridgewater takes pride in being a founding member. 


Appointment of a Long Range Financial Planning committee to help the Board of 
Selectmen in planning the financial security of the toen in the years ahead. 
The make-up and mission of this committee was highly priased by the Department 
of Revenue and serves as a model for other communities and is another source 
of pride for the Board. 


With reduced staff the Board was able to conduct another smooth licensing 
process. We continue to deal as effectively as ever with responding to public 
complaints and actively dealing ewith our state representatives on issues 
confronting the town.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East 
Bridgewater. 


I respectfully submit the annual report for the year 1992. 


During the past calendar year ending December 31, 1992, the Fire Department 
realized a substantial increase in the number of emergency incidents. The total 
number of emergency runs for the year totaled 1270, an increase of 132 runs over 
1991. Manpower still remains limited, consisting of 3 firefighters on duty, allowing 
only 2 firefighters to respond immediately to an emergency with the third 
firefighters remaining in the station for dispatch purposes. 


Currently, there are 2 members of the department out on long term "line of 
duty injury'. This adds to the difficult financial condition of the Town and the 
department but, is inherent in this line of work. Increased training and safety 
practices have been instituted, in an effort to reduce this type of injury. 
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Department EMTs received advance semi-automatic defibrillation training 
services provided to the town. The Kiwanis Club of East Bridgewater was very 
generous and proved their dedication to the community by donating the defibrillator 
to the department. I would like to publicly thank the Kiwanis for this donation. 


A seven day a week blood pressure clinic has been introduced and offered at 
the fire station to all town residents. The clinic is operated by on-duty EMTs on a 
walk-in basis. Computerization of the department's day to day operations and 
dispatch responsibilities has increased substantially over last year and will remain 
an on going project. 


Fire prevention has become one of the top priorities for this department. The 
scope of inspections have been greatly expanded utilizing all shift officers and 
their personnel to conduct these inspections while on duty. During 1992, the 
department conducted over 260 fire prevention inspections. High hazard and large 
occupancy locations were targeted this year for inspection including auto body 
shops, the movie cinema, restaurants, etc. 


Two old engines were sold this year, Engine #1, a 1956 Maxim and Combination 
#1, a 1959 Dodge brush vehicle. Because of their age and a reduction in manpower, it 
was not cost effective to keep them in service. 


Mutual aid agreements have been reestablished and/or expanded, allowing us to 
summon fire equipment and personnel from surrounding communities on a moments 
notice. These reciprocating agreements are needed in order to provide an acceptable 
level of emergency services to the townspeople. 


Edward Folloni was hired July 1, 1992 for the position of permanent 
Firefighter/EMT. I wish Eddie and his family well with his new career. 


I would like to thank the Fire Officers and Firefighters that have assisted me 
in the operation of the Fire Department during the last year. Also, I would like to 
thank the Board of Selectmen, all Town Departments and Committees for their help and 
guidance throughout the year.

REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE TEAM 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater; 


The Civil Defense Team, which consists of Selectman Jim Metz, Fire Chief, Jack 
Parow, Police chief John Silva and Highway Surveyor Rusty Trudeau, were reunited 
again this year to battle the effects of the December 12th no name storm. 


Snow, followed by heavy rains, started during the early morning and continued 
for over 24 hours. 90% of the Town was without power for over 14 hours, rendering 
most home heating systems and sump pumps inoperable. Because of the heavy rain and 
loss of power over 700 basements were reported to be flooded. Many roads were 
flooded over and impassable, making emergency travel around town very difficult. 


The emergency shelter was opened at the High School at 1:00 p.m. to provide 
refuge for all those that were driven from their homes. 36 residents took advantage 
of the shelter. These residents were returned to their homes the following morning 
at 2:00 a.m. when the power was restored. 


Again, advanced detailed planning paid off as there were no storm related 
injuries or deaths reported. All town operations were returned to normal within two 
days. 


President Bush did declare a state of emergency for the Plymouth County area 
which hopefully will make federal funds available to offset the Town's additional 
cost related to the storm. 


The Civil Defense Team would like to express its gratitude to all the Town 
employees that worked to battle the storm, to provide for the safety of the 
residents of East Bridgewater. And a special thanks to their families for riding out 
the storm alone while their husbands and wives provided an emergency service for the 
Town.

To accommodate this change in procedure, the Assessors office has acquired a 
used personal computer for the Administrative Assessor to produce the statistical 
analysis necessary to certify revaluation or interim valuation adjustments. 


The town re-cap and various other revenue tracking spreadsheets may now be 
produced for the Board of Assessors and other departments. 


Finally, the Board would like to thank Linda Libby, Assessing Technician and 
Sherrie Themuda, Senior Clerk, for their outstanding job performance. We have 
received many compliments for both employees on their assistance to the public in 
our research area and at the computer.

REPORT OF THE LOSS CONTROL COMMITTEE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Loss Control Committee convened in August to begin outlining a program for 
the town. With the encouragement and support of the Board of Selectmen, the 
Committee strives to create a safer working environment and to monitor all insurance 
activity with the goal of holding down insurance costs through aggressive 
management. 


The Committee has recommended a Safety Policy Statement that was approved by 
the various boards. 


The program has blossomed from this point and the Committee has sponsored 
employee training sessions for various occupations and meets regularly to monitor 
and investigate Workers Compensation as well as Property/Liability claims. 


Some departments are constructing safety policy handbooks to outline and 
review departmental procedures. 


The Committee is also sponsoring, through MIIA (Mass. Interlocal Insurance 
Association), a safe driver program that will recognize those individuals who are 
not involved in a preventable accident in a town vehicle in a given year. 


The town is also participating in an Early Intervention Program to deal with 
on the job injuries immediately after they occur through the use of an occupational 
health nurse contracted by MIIA who will contact the injured party upon notification 
of an injury. The key to the program is communication between employees, department 
heads, and Committee members. 


As the Committee moves out of its infancy and looks at more safety issues and 
programs, we look forward to the continued commitment and help from Jeff Sienna, 


Loss Control Manager with MIIA and Ken Feinberg and Ken Haynes of Sentry Insurance. 


The Committee would like to thank Karen Grabau and Anne Kaiser for their 
constant administrative support and knowledge in this difficult area.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Technology played an important role in providing library services to East 
Bridgewater residents in 1992. The first year of the public library's full 
participation in the ABLE network proved that patrons would be quick to take 
advantage of their ability to request materials from the other libraries in the 
system. In fact, we borrowed more than we bought: 2,813 books, videos, audio 
cassettes and CD's were borrowed from other ABLE libraries for use by East 
Bridgewater patrons while 2,149 items were purchased for the collection at the 
public library. As the network expands, patrons will have access to an even wider 
range of materials. In addition, a fax machine has been donated by the Eastern 
Massachusetts Regional Library System. This has made it possible for patrons to 
obtain articles from over 10,000 periodicals owned by libraries in the greater 
Boston area. 


Many members of the community took advantage of various programs offered by 
the library in 1992. For adults, a reading and discussion program developed by the 
New England Foundation for the Humanities, "Yankee and Strangers", was co-sponsored 
by the East Bridgewater Cooperative Bank. An Adult Book Club continued meeting 
monthly providing an opportunity for people to share their opinions of different 
books and authors. Storytimes, craft programs and a summer reading club were some of 
the activities that attracted the enthusiastic participation of the youngest library 
patrons while entire families were welcomed at two special events. To celebrate 
National Library Week, community leaders read from their favorite books at the 
"Night of 1,000 Stars". At the Holiday Open House, which marked the library's first 
janniversary as a part of ABLE, the United Brass Quintet treated young and old alike 
}to a wonderful program. 


Everyone who visits the public library has also appreciated the exhibits which 
have been organized by the East Bridgewater Arts Council. Works by local artists 
Cheryl McCabe, Ronald Mello and Anne Heywood graced the walls of the Eastman Room in 
1992. Members of the community continue to use the library's meeting room for many 
functions as twenty-six groups held 308 meetings during the year. 


For the second year the school libraries lacked support staff and an adequate 
materials budget. That students continued to receive quality library service is a 
tribute to the dedication of the three school librarians - Victoria Boucher, Mary 
Davis and Anne Hynes. Volunteers, though always appreciated, have become 
increasingly important in both the public and school libraries. Tasks such as 
jshelving materials, filing cards, mending books, and data entry would not have been 
accomplished without the tireless work performed by Beth Hayes, Kerri Beaucaire, 
Bozena Churbuck, Sharon Grasso, Carol Jones, Lee Parker, Roberta Barroll,, David 
Domer, Evelyn Fletcher and Lorraine Roan. 


Many other individuals and organizations made donations toward the services 
and materials the library provides. The library thanks the East Bridgewater Kiwanis 
Club, So. Weymouth Savings Bank, the 4-H Horse and Barn Club, TOPS, ESP, the Sachem 
Quilters, the Women's Club, the Garden Club, the Plymouth County Genealogists, East 
Bridgewater Savings Bank, the Wales Funeral Home, and the East Bridgewater 
Historical Society for their thoughtfulness and generosity. For the Friends of the 
ibrary and its President Joanne Erickson who have contributed to the improvement of 
library services by providing both financial and moral support, a very special note 
f appreciation is in order. 
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One of the most dedicated supporters of the town library system has been 
Frances Philbrick who, in September 1992, ended twenty years of service on the Board 
of Library Trustees. The library staff joins her fellow board members in thanking 
her for her many contributions.

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The duties of the Health Agent are many and varied. The following is a summary 
of what some of the many duties of the Health Agent consist of: 


Conducting Housing Inspections according to the State Sanitary Code - Chapter 
II - 105 CMR 410:00 "Minimum Standards of fitness for Human Habitation" which 
protects the Health, Safety and Well-being of the occupants of housing and of 
the general public; to facilitate the use of legal remedies available to 
occupants of sub-standard housing and assist in the enforcement of the Code. 


Attend seminars that relate to the position ie Housing Inspections - update of 
Title V and courses that are run by the State Division of Food and Drug 
relative to Restaurant Inspections. 


Mr. Trudeau, Overseer to the Landfill, maintains the facility in a most 
efficient manner. His diligent efforts are much appreciated. The Landfill is open 
Saturdays 7:30 a.m. - 2:30 p.m. and Sundays 8:00 a.m. - 12:00 noon. Landfill 
Stickers may be purchased at the site.

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REPORT OF THE SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Solid Waste Managements Committee (The committee) would like to thank the 
town's people, members of the Town Hall staff and the Selectmen for their help and 
patience during the past year. Without the help of each and every person and more 
specifically Rick LaFond, Elaine Dube, Sylvia Shaw and Leo Trudeau our task would be 
impossible. Again THANK YOU ALL. 


Monday, September 7, 1992 the Committee reported to the Selectmen that the 
enforcement dates of DEP 310 CMR were quickly approaching. The Selectmen at that 
time informed the Committee that they would confront BFI in this matter, suggesting 
that BFI would implement and/or resolve any barriers for the Town in its waste 
management needs. The Selectmen scheduled a meeting for October 5, 1992 and invited 
BFI, members of the Board of Health and The Committee to confront this albatross of 
waste management. To date the Committee has not been contracted for further 
involvement regarding this matter and/or future meetings. 


To date disposition of 310 CMR enforcement is UNKNOWN. 


During the September 7 meeting, the Committee informed the Selectmen that 
given the aggressiveness of 310 CMR and its recycling goals, the present drop off 
center (located at the Fire Station) would be hard pressed to manage the influx in 
volume, stating at the time only 7%-10% of the Town is recycling. Concerns facing 
this location are space limitations, state permitting requirements and the lack of 
(free labor) staff as volumes increase. This combined with dwindling vendors, 
surpluses in glass, tin and plastics in the market place have made the need for the 
Town to consider other options for its management of waste. This most certainly 
would be reason for alarm for the Township. Please note that this would be an 
enormous task for the Board of Health to undertake independently. The request was 
put forth to start implementing plans for a new transfer station to be located at 
the Bridge Street facility, as described by Whitman and Howard in an engineering 
report filed with the DEP this past July 1, 1992. The Board of Health was also 
informed by The Committee in June 1992. 


To date disposition of resolution UNKNOWN. 


The Committee therefore recommends the following action be taken to insure 
compliance: 

1. Embrace and take expedient action pertaining to the transfer station 
proposal. 

2. Submit article to be voted on during the next town meeting for funds 
required for transfer station development (in phases) as proposed. 

3. Consider consolidation of pertinent Town body to form one Town body to 
manage this and other related issues. 

4. Development of town independence as it relates to waste management. 


Both the Board of Health and the Long Range Planning Committee have the 
transfer station financial impact study as compiled by members (Barry Whittaker, 
Kathy Wolfe, Walter Lockhart, Leo Trudeau, Whitman & Howard and Bob Lundberg) of the 
Solid Waste Management Committee. 


As you know the Solid Waste Management Committee is made up of a small group 
of concerned individuals with a commonality to alert, inform and insulate (when 
possible) the township from the costly pitfalls and the political landmines of Waste 
Management.

The recommendation given to you, the Board of Selectmen by this volunteer 
Committee, can and will influence greatly the lives of every human being regardless 
of age that lives or works within the boundaries of East Bridgewater. The magnitude 
of waste management is multi-tiered and a complex labyrinth that will require the 
delicate balancing of both existing and future relationships with BFI. Also, 
political insight to insure the alignment of the community for both State 
requirements and funds, is a must. This issue cannot be addressed solely from a 
financial impact point of view, as indicated in some Report. 


The minimal time volunteers can deliver on a part-time basis to the Town 
is..well inadequate at best to serve the community single handedly. The complexity 
in the waste management arena is too large for any voluntary group to control and be 
successful at alone. This is not to say that members (P. Cannon, F. Johnson, G. 
Arvidson, A. Finlay, D. Phillips, C. Malinowski, D. Nelson) and many other dedicated 
and hard working volunteers cannot maintain current levels of recycling 
participation, but rather would be unable to manage greater than 20% recycling 
participation. 


This Committee was designed to advise on specific issues not to be responsible 
for the day to day implementation of said requirement as is currently the case with 
recycling. 


Therefore, the Solid Waste Management Committee is strongly recommending 
consideration for a consolidated town entity to staff and manage the enforcement and 
Maneuvering of 310 CMR in order to comply.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING/BUILDING DEPARTMENT 
AND 
ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


As in the past, the Planning/Building Department has continued to coordinate 
the construction permit process for submission to the completed projects. 


This process prevents problems that have occurred in the past and which are 
very difficult to solve after the fact. 


The construction in East Bridgewater slowed this year, as did the entire 
regional economy. 


The Department processed 837 permits in 1992 as follows: 


242 Building Permits 226 Wiring Permits 

204 Plumbing Permits 165 Gas Permits 
39 of the Building permits were for new dwellings; this was a decrease of 30 
dwelling units from 1991. The estimated construction cost as specified on the 
building permit applications was $4,080,023. The fees collected for all the permits 
was $40,892.00. 


The Planning Board meetings are every other Monday evening and held in the 
Town Office Building, second floor conference room. (Holidays are exception). All 
meetings are open to the Public and their input is welcomed. 


In October, James E. Lorrey stepped down as Chairman and the Board voted Paul 
R. Nisby as Chairman. 


During 1992, the board acted on the following: 


33 Form A Plans 4 Preliminary Plans 
3 Definitive Permits 3 Special Permits (1 denied) 
7 Lot Releases 
Total fees generated by the above were $5,150.00. Total fees collected for 
Engineering were $12,915.67. 


One Zoning Map Change was accepted by Town Meeting in February 1992, from 
Industrial to Residence 1, a certain portion of land on Winter Street. 
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In 1992, we reviewed the Zoning By-Laws and are recommending changes in 
certain section to clarify and amend the By-Law. 


In December the Board voted unanimously to apply for Membership in the Metro 
South Chamber of Commerce to encourage communication between the Metro South 
Businesses and the Town of East Bridgewater. This is the first application by a 
Municipality for membership in the Metro South Chamber of Commerce. The Town's 
membership is available to any Town Department to utilize for meetings and 
information. 


At the direction of Paul Nisby the Planning Board has (9) priorities they are 
working on. The Board is working with the Board of Selectmen, Water Commissioners, 
Board of Health, Long Range Financial Committee, Highway Surveyor and Building 
Inspector to conduct better communication of improving the Town of East Bridgewater. 


On behalf of the Town the Board sincerely thanks the Building Inspector/Zoning 
Enforcement Officer, Robert E. Lundberg, Ms. Anapolsky and Ms. Raphael for their 
dedication and innovations this past year. 


The Zoning Board of Appeals is governed by Chapter 40A of the Massachusetts 
General Laws and the Town of East Bridgewater By-Laws. The Board gives due 
consideration to promote health, safety, convenience and welfare, and to encourage 
the most appropriate use of land in order to conserve property values.

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REPORT OF THE OLD COLONY PLANNING COUNCIL 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East 
Bridgewater, 

As your representative to the Old Colony Planning Council, we are pleased to 
present this report on behalf of the Council for 1992. 


This year, the Council launched a major initiative to conduct a series of 
forums on the topic of Regionalism for local elected officials and the members of 
the general public. The Council is supported in this effort by the Martin Institute 
of Stonehill College and other state, regional and county organizations. The thrust 
of the three forums is to increase awareness of what the options are in providing 
governmental services on an areawide basis; what cost savings can be expected 
through inter-municipal cooperation; and, what alterative governmental structures 
are appropriate for consideration in Southeastern Massachusetts. These and other 
questions are expected to be considered as the Regionalism forums are held. 


In 1992, the Old Colony Planning Council continued to serve as the designated 
organization for: elder services planning and programming in its responsibilities as 
the Area Agency on Aging (AAA); as the Metropolitan Planning Organization (MPO) for 
Transportation and Transit Planning; and, as the Economic Development District (EDD) 
in coordinating strategies to improve the area's economic conditions. We are proud 
to report that the Old Colony Planning Council has the distinction of being the only 
regional council in New England to hold all of these official designations at the 
same time. In addition, to these designated responsibilities, the Council is 
authorized by state statute as the regional planning agency to be concerned with a 
wide variety of areawide and intermunicipal concerns as they pertain to the 
physical, social and economic development of the District. The Council also assists 
its members municipalities with technical planning assistance, grant application 
preparation assistance and with information on local and regional trends by 
maintaining current socio-economic data. 


The Old Colony Planning Council District includes fifteen communities for 
general planning purposes consisting of the City of Brockton and the fourteen towns 
of: Abington, Avon, Bridgewater, East Bridgewater, Easton, Halifax, Hanson, 
Kingston, Pembroke, Plymouth, Plympton, Stoughton, West Bridgewater and Whitman. As 
the Area Agency on Aging, the Council serves a twenty-three community area, which, 
in addition to the regular planning district, includes the eight communities of 
Carver, Duxbury, Hanover, Lakeville, Marshfield, Middleborough, Rockland and 
Wareham. 


Each municipality is represented on the Council by one delegate and one 
alternate delegate. The council members establish policy, develop the work program, 
employ the professional staff and determine the activities of the Council to be 
carried out by the staff. The Council meets on the last Wednesday of each month at 
8:00 p.m. in the Council offices located at 70 School Street, Brockton, MA. 


In 1992, the Council re-elected John E. Lenox of Plymouth as President of 
OCPC; James A. Kassos of Brockton as Council Secretary; and, John G. Mather of 
Halifax as Council Treasurer. 


The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous support and cooperation of 
its member communities, the participation and involvement of members of the Joint 
Transportation Committee chaired by Mr. Stephen Baker; the Overall Economic 
Development Committee chaired by Mr. Joseph Joseph; and the Area Agency on Aging 
Advisory Committee chaired by Ms. Delores Kent. The Council also recognizes the work 
of local boards and commissions and the government agencies, public and private 
institutions and individuals who assisted the Council.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater, 


The Board is pleased to announce that their objective of developing the #5 
Well Site with no impact on the tax rate is progressing according to schedule and 
the Board anticipates a completion date of 1995. 


A new addition to the Board was realized following the Annual Election when 
Francis X. Sullivan was voted into office. 


The Board hired an additional full time employee, Mr. Matthew Brown, who has 
been a part time employee of the Department for the past two years. The hiring of 
Mr. Brown full time only represents an increase of 1/2 a man. The Department has had 
the services of a part time employee since 1985. The increase of the work load with 
the addition of over 700 new water services since 1981 and the preparation of 
chemical treatment has necessitated the increase in man power. 
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Total employees are at the same level as in 1984 with 4 full time employees. 
The Board hired M. Patricia Ortenzi to fill a vacancy in the office. Mrs. Ortenzi is 
no stranger to the Department for she has helped out in times of emergency for the 
past 8 years. 


A new computer water billing program went on line the end of 1992. In the 
process of getting all the accounts processed in the new system 196 meters were 
replaced. 149 meters were over 20 years old; 22 had never had an outside reading 
register and 25 meters were replaced because they failed to operate properly. 56 new 
properties were added to the list of water services bringing the total water 
services to 3,435. This represents an increase of 571 new accounts since the first 
in-house computer billing system went on line in 1986. 


The Department had one of its busiest years with the road resurfacing of North 
Central Street. The Department tapped 5 side streets into the large existing 16" 
main as well as 29 service renewals onto the 16" main. The Department also repaired 
25 services; renewed 125 services; repaired 7 main breaks; repaired or replaced 7 
hydrants as well as handling 5 freeze up calls and metering and turning on 56 new 
properties. 


The Board wishes to express their thanks to all other Town Departments for 
their cooperation in working with the Department, especially the 
Treasurer/Collector's Office assisting the office staff with proof reading for the 
new billing system.

REPORT OF VETERANS SERVICES 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater, 


Fiscal 1992 (7/1/91 to 6/30/92) has been one of our most difficult years 
budget wise due to increased medical expenses for our cases. Also there was an 
increase in the number of our nursing home cases. However, we have redoubled our 
efforts in obtaining Federal V.A. Benefits for all of our veterans and their 
dependents. We have secured in excess of $184,000 in benefits for them. These 
benefits involved claims for education, pension, service connected disabilities, 
home loans, hospitalizations and burial benefits to name a few. Also, claims for 
fuel allowance with Self Help have been successful during FY1992 and are continuing 
during 1993. 


This has enabled us to have an unexpended balance in our Veterans Benefits 
account in excess of $14,000 that will be turned back to the Town to aid in other 
needed expenditures. Also, we will receive a 75% refund in our expenditures of 
Veterans Benefits under Chapter 115 of the General Laws. The net cost to the Town 
will be $17,800. This has been accomplished by our success with Federal Funds. 


In addition to the fuel program, we have handled the applications for our 
Persian Gulf Veterans. We will continue this service during 1993, for those who are 
eligible for the bonus. However, at this writing in January 1993, they have run out 
of money for the bonus to our Persian Gulf Veterans. Thus there will be a delay in 
payments the first few months of 1993 until money is available to pay the bonus. 


Again, we can not give enough credit and thanks to our very capable 
Administrative Assistant, Mrs. Martha Redgate. Martha is doing an outstanding job in 
all phases of our service to our veterans and their families.

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater, 


In spite of the drastic curtailments of the budget, the Council on Aging has 
been very successful in fulfilling the responsibilities with which it is charged, 
that is, of identifying, evaluating and providing for the needs of all the Elderly 
and handicapped persons of the Town. As well as the limitations of the budget, the 
Council has had an even larger number of persons to serve this year than ever 
before. 


The Council wishes to acknowledge at the outset of this report, the generous 
support it has received from the individuals who volunteer many hours of work and 
from the Town's service organizations, such as the Key Club, the Kiwanis and the 
Lions who not only provided dinners and barbecues but also made partial payment 
toward the printing of "The American Neighbor". This is the monthly newsletter which 
the Council distributes to each household of an Elderly or Handicapped person to 
keep them informed about the schedules of activities, trips, services and other 
events of each month. The "Friends of Seniors", various church groups and many of 
the Town Departments including the Police, Fire and the Highway Department, the 
Nurses Association and the Schools' Lunch Program which provides weekly lunches for 
Seniors, have all been generous in aiding in any way they can whenever the Council 
asks for help. 


Because of the efficient management by Director, Mary Jane Kingsland and of 
the Staff in the office, Sharon Barry and Margaret DeGara, the council has been able 
to provide all the services and activities of the past and added more for more 
seniors. 


: The Council has received 2121 hours of volunteer services, throughout the 
year. If this were only figured on a minimum wage scale, this is a savings of over 
$11,600. The Council and the Town are deeply appreciative of this. 


| With the help of these volunteers the Council has been able through the Office 
of Elderly Affairs, to distribute to house bound elderly, 5890 Meals on Wheels, 
which is an increase of 605 meals over last year. There have been 500 trips to 
Westgate, 1643 trips to Purity Market, as well as some 1740 trips to various 
appointments provided by Dial A Bat, all arranged through the Office of Elderly 
Affairs. 


The services of the Podiatrist has also increased this year. There are now 35 
clients who necessitate 6 visits or 210 home visits, while another 50 clients 
received services at the Podiatry Clinic held 6 times a year which was a total of 
more the 500 visits this clinic scheduled entirely through the Office if Elderly 
Affairs. The number of Podiatrist's visits per year is limited by Medicare 
regulations. 


Blood Pressure Clinics served approximately 30 patients each month or over 300 
per year. The Blood Sugar Clinic is held 3 times a year. These clinics are 
administered and recorded by the Office in conjunction with the Public Health Nurses 
who perform the medical services. 
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Over 600 units (bundles of several different foods) of food of the Surplus 
Food Program were distributed by the Council and its volunteers four times 
throughout the year. Any unclaimed items were turned over to the Community Pantry. 


There were over 7,000 telephone calls during the year supplying information, 
arranging for services or referring clients to proper resources to meet their needs. 
Also, there were some 200 Outreach visits to seniors whose names have been added to 
the Council's list achieving the goal of reaching every senior. Many of these 
seniors did not require any services, however, all received "The American Neighbor" 
and some accepted the Council's brochures of services. 


The Council has made great strides in renovating the Gladys Farren Building 
into a transitional "Drop In Center for Seniors". The front entrance has been made 
handicapped accessible with a ramp and a rebuilt doorway, widened to accommodate 
wheelchairs. All of the inner doors on the first floor have been rebuilt to be 
handicapped accessible. The entire inside of the first floor has been cleaned and 
all woodwork and doors have been painted, vinyl replacements thermal windows have 
been bought and installed. Storm doors have been bought and installed on both front 
and side doors. 


The bathroom has been completely remodeled and brought up to code for use by 
handicapped. Old fixtures have been removed and new one bought and installed. The 
entire bathroom and front hall have been painted and the three ceilings have been 
repaired and painted. All of this has been accomplished at no cost whatsoever to the 
taxpayers of the town. All monies spent on renovations have been obtained from 
grants written by the Council and the Director.

REPORT OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL BUILDING ADDITION COMMITTEE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Middle School Building Addition Committee began the year preparing for a 
Special Town Meeting presentation on Monday, March 23, 1992, where, by a 2/3 
majority vote, the Town of East Bridgewater approved plans of an addition to the 
Middle School. Funding for the Addition was later defeated on a ballot question at 
the Annual Town Election on April 11, 1992. 


At the request of the Selectmen and ratified by Town Meeting vote, the 
Building Committee expanded it's charge of constructing a new addition to 
researching any existing facilities and to the feasibility of converting them to 
classrooms. The Committee contracted with the architectural firm of Alderman and 
MacNeish to conduct a feasibility study on six locations in town. The results of the 
study showed that none of the locations could be converted to classrooms without 
great expense to the Town for which the State would not participate with any 
funding. 


During the Feasibility Study, it was learned that East Bridgewater's re- 
imbursement level of 80% was re-validated until June 1994. 


The Committee met with the Board of Selectmen, School Committee, Long Range 
Financial Planning Committee, Finance Committee and the Planning Board, and all 
agreed that the solution to the school overcrowding was not to be found within these 
six sites. 


The Committee also conducted two survey's within town. The first was done at 
the three school's during Parent's Open House and the second at the November 
Presidential Election. 


It is no surprise to the Committee that nearly half of the respondents 
expressed the opinion that "cost" was the principal reason for the defeat of the 
ballot question. It goes without saying that a $10 million price tag is a 
substantial deterrent to such a project even in good economic times, and it also 
goes without saying that the ballot question was proposed at one of the worst 
moments in economic history. 


Roughly a quarter of those surveyed thought the cause for the defeat of the 
ballot question was because the plan "appeared to be too extensive". In the survey 
item which allowed for further refinement of this response through a series of sub- 
titles, this block of voters split exactly evenly on the features which they thought 
made the plan too extensive. 


The Committee has already acted in response to its analysis of the survey 
data. The Committee has instructed its architects to revise the existing schematic 
drawings of the proposed addition in order to meet minimum educational 
specifications at a lower price. Toward this end, the architect has been instructed 
to prepare designs and cost estimates of: existing plan without a new gymnasium; 
without the auditorium, but with an assembly hall one-half the size of the 
auditorium (seating for 500) as now included in the plan.

The Committee will then document how these changes affect the educational plan 
of the Middle School. The revised plans are expected by the Committee in mid-January 
with the hope of presenting them to the public in February with the intention of 
returning to the voters for approval of a debt exclusion for design and construction 
in a single vote. 


The Committee agrees with the voter who wrote "Keep trying" and while 
exploring all alternatives to the original plan will redouble its effort to inform 
the community as to the need for, scope and the funding to construct the needed 
addition to the Middle School.

REPORT OF THE SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT COMMITTEE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


This past June, the Southeastern Regional School District completed its 
twenty-fifth year of operation. The school district is comprised of eight towns and 
the City of Brockton. 


On October 1, 1991, there were 1,262 students enrolled in the school district. 


East Bridgewater's share of the $8,147,108.00 school district budget is 
$139,791.00. this is 5.47% of the total budget, and represents 68 students. 


We recently received the results from the New England Association of Schools 
and Colleges, Inc. who evaluated all of our secondary and post-secondary programs 
this past November. We received the equivalent of a ten year accreditation. In 
addition, our Medical Laboratory Technician Program, Dental Assistant Program, and 
Medical Assistant Program were also evaluated and accredited by their respective 
professional organizations. 


School construction projects this year included a new baseball field, loading 
dock, dust collector, shingling and siding of warehouses, and the installation of a 
school-wide air compressor system. 


Federal grants from a variety of sources were used to offset equipment costs. 
Vocational Education Carl Perkins grant funds were used in the automotive area to 
purchase an engine analyzer and a disc brake lathe. Gas broilers and a freezer were 
purchased for the Commercial Foods Program. A two color press was purchased for the 
Graphic Arts Department. 


We are very fortunate to have the support of volunteer Advisory Board members 
who assist us in making recommendation for the purchasing of supplies and equipment. 


The school has also received many donations of supplies and equipment from 
local businesses. 


: Post-secondary funds were used to purchase supplies and equipment for the 


Dental Assistant Program and microscopes for the Medical Laboratory Technician 
Program. 
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The Department of Education awarded the school district a sex equity grant to 
work with four towns within the school district to make students and staff more 
aware of opportunities available for male and female students. A vocational 
counselor visited middle school students and students participated in an after- 
school program in Graphic Arts, Commercial Foods, Electricity and Carpentry. It was 
very successful and we hope to expand the program to additional communities in the 
near future. 


Equal Educational Opportunity Grant funds were used to purchase academic and 
vocational supplies. 


This past year we participated in a Carl Perkins Tech. Prep. $165,000.00 
grant with five colleges and eight high schools enabling students to receive college 
credits upon graduation from high school. Southeastern has signed agreements with 
Massasoit Community College, Quincy College and Wentworth Technical Institute for 
students in Electronics, Health Services Assistant and Carpentry. the grant is 
expected to continue for the next two years and we anticipate extending Tech Prep 
college credits to five other vocational programs. 


Special Education funds (P.L. 94-142) were used to support our Chapter 766 
Program and our second annual summer program for handicapped students. 


In June of 1992, two hundred and fifty-nine students graduated from 
Southeastern Regional Vocational Technical High School. Guidance Department records 
indicate that 89% of the members of the Class of 1992 were placed in full-time jobs 
or had elected to further their education. 


The demand for technical school graduates continues to be very strong in 
Massachusetts. Studies indicate that over 15,000 technical high school graduates are 
needed each year. 


Southeastern is always seeking new and innovative ways of conducting its 
educational programs at minimal cost to the taxpayers of the district. The cost of 
operating the Southeastern Regional School District as compared to other regional 
vocational schools for the past three years has been amongst the lowest in the 
Commonwealth.

REPORT OF THE PLYMOUTH COUNTY COOPERATIVE EXTENSION 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Cooperative Extension System was officially established by an Act of Congress 
in 1914. It's earliest beginnings were the Morrill Act of 1862 which established 
Land-Grant Colleges. Cooperative Extension is a nationwide network of over 3,100 
offices. Its practical research-based programs and funding connections with the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, the State Land Grant University and county government 
make it a unique program. Extension offers a wide range of educational opportunities 
in agriculture, youth (4H) and volunteer development and critical issues that affect 
our lives. 
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In Plymouth County the outreach office is located on High St. Hanson. In 
Southeastern Massachusetts, the other main Cooperative Extension Centers are located 
in Barnstable County and at the Southeastern MA Agriculture Center located in 
Wareham. Satellite offices are located in Bristol; Dukes/Nantucket and Norfolk 
Counties. The State Extension Administrative offices are located at UMASS, Amherst. 
The Plymouth County Cooperative Extension office is open 8:30 - 4:30 Mon-Fri. 
Currently the local extension field staff consists of a County Director, two 4-H 
Youth Development Specialists, a Nutrition/Family Life Educator, and a 
landscape/Nursery Specialist. A federally funded Expanded Food and Nutrition 
Education Program which has been active in Plymouth County since 1969, is run under 
the auspices of Cooperative Extension. Currently, one supervisor and three outreach 
educators work in this program conducting a very popular UMASS nutrition education 
certificate courses in cooperation with county homeless shelters and key area 
agencies. For more detailed information on the County Cooperative Extension program 
contact the county office at Box 658, Hanson, MA 02341. 617-293-3541 or 617-447- 
5846. 


During the past 12 months, Plymouth County Cooperative Extension agents 
conducted 667 outreach programs. CABLE-TV - 61 cable TV shows "Cooperative Extension 
News & Notes” have been produced by Plymouth County Cooperative Extension. All but 5 
Plymouth County towns use this half-hour Cooperative Extension cable TV program in 
their weekly community access channel, reaching over 100,000 households. RADIO - 
Every Sunday morning on WBET (Brockton), Cooperative Extension staff present a 15 
Minute broadcast on upcoming programs and timely educational topics. NEWSLETTERS - 
Cooperative Extension publishes 15 newsletters in the area on Natural resources and 
Agriculture for residents and commercial growers. A master list of these is 
available from the county extension office.

REPORT OF PLYMOUTH COUNTY MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Project are pleased to 
submit the following report of our activities during 1992. 


The Project is a special district created by the State legislature in 1957, 
and is now composed of 24 Plymouth county towns, the City of Brockton and the Town 
of Cohasset in Norfolk County. On April 1, the Town of Hanover rejoined the Project. 
The Project is a regional response to a regional problem and provides a way of 
organizing specialized equipment, specially trained employees and mosquito control 
professionals into a single agency with a broad geographical area of responsibility. 


In 1992, the Project was again challenged by the threat of the mosquito 
transmitted disease, Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE). Spring and early summer were 
drier than normal. Residential complaints were received later, with isolated 
mosquito problems in our coastal communities. Efforts were again aimed at larval 
mosquitos starting with the spring brood, and aerial larviciding continued using 
B.T.I., an environmentally selective bacterial agent. Upon emergence of the spring 
brood of adult mosquitoes, ultra-low-volume adulticiding began. The Project 
responded to requests concerning mosquitoes, and all sprayers and trucks performed 
well with little time lost to breakdowns. 


EE Virus was first isolated from Culiseta melanura, a bird biting species, by 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health from collections in Carver the week of 
August 23rd. Of the season's total of ten EEE isolates, six were from Plymouth 
County: Carver (8/23 and 9/28), Kingston (9/21 and 9/28), Brockton and Halifax 
(9/28). In September, a human case of EE was confirmed in a 59 year old man from 
Braintree who had been fishing in the Carver/Plymouth area during the last week of 
August. The recurring problem of EEE in Southeastern Massachusetts continues to 
ensure cooperation between this Project and the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health. 


The figures specific to the Town of East Bridgewater are given below. While 
mosquitoes do not respect town lines the information given below does provide a 
tally of the activities which have had the greatest impact on the health and comfort 
of East Bridgewater residents. 
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Insectide application - 4258 acres were treated using truck mounted sprayers 
for control of adult mosquitoes. More than one application was made to the same site 
if mosquitoes reinvaded the area. The first treatments were made in May and the last 
in October. 


Out greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the larval stage, which 
can be found in woodland pools, swamps, marshes, and other standing water areas. 
Inspectors continually gather data on these sites and treat with highly specific 
larvicides when immature mosquitoes are present. 


Finally, we have been tracking complaint response time, that is the time 
between notice of a mosquito problem and response by one of our inspectors. The 
complaint response time for the Town of East Bridgewater was less than two days with 
more than 124 complaints answered. 


Water Management —- During 1992, crews removed blockages, brush and other 
obstructions from 650 linear feet of ditches and streams to prevent overflows or 
stagnation that can result in mosquito breeding. This work, together with machine 
reclamation, is most often carried out in the fall and winter. 


Mosquito Survey - a systematic sampling of the mosquitoes in East Bridgewater 
indicates that Coquillittidia perturbans was the most abundant species. Other 
important mosquitoes collected included Aedes vexans and Culex pipiens.

| funding of approximately $9.4M and provided direct services to 42,641 limited-income 
households in the area. 


633 E. Bridgewater household received direct services totaling $136,348 during 
the program year 1992. 


The total funding of $9,387,675 does not tell the real value of human services 
delivered to the area as a whole. Self Help's funding enabled us to mobilize an 
additional $2,549,611 of other community resources, such as contibutions from the 
towns and volunteers. The gross value of Self Help during the past program year was 
$11,937,286. 


Self Help currently employs 200 individuals, many of whom are of limited 
income and minorities. 
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We feel that the year 10/1/91 through 9/30/92 was a successful one for us and 
very helpful to our limited-income population. We thank the many volunteers, Boards 
of Selectmen, and their representative to our Board of Directors, Frederick Watson, 
III for helping to make our year a success.

EAST BRIDGEWATER SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Your School Committee urgently requests you, the Citizens of East Bridgewater 
to share your cares and concerns with us as we develop our financial plan (school 
budget) for fiscal year 1993-1994. 


We are pleased to notify you that the state of education in East Bridgewater 
is good; however, there are many problems that need to be addressed in order for our 
students to receive, and our faculty and staff to provide, a sound, quality 
education. 


The physical condition of our schools continues to deteriorate; and many 
required repairs and ordinary maintenance items have been delayed, deferred, or 
generally not completed due to lack of funding for school maintenance. Serious 
consideration must be given to placing our required maintenance projects on a bond 
issue at the earliest possible opportunity. 


The decision of the Town to reject the proposed addition to the Middle School 
in the face of severe over-crowding has caused our building plans to be placed on 
hold, and caused our fine Building Addition Committee to review alternate proposals 
and cut down addition plans, which they are currently in the process of doing. 


Our student enrollment continues to expand, and in the foreseeable future, 
this student growth will continue. Our student achievement continues to be high in 
spite of the additional demands placed on the students, the faculty, and the 
physical plant. You, as citizens of East Bridgewater, can be sure your School 
Committee will make the best educational decisions with the funding provided to us. 
We will continue to review and refine our preliminary financial plan during our 
budget process prior to the Annual Town Meeting. 


The School Committee wishes to extend their sincere thanks and appreciation to 
the many departments and offices of the Town for their able assistance and support 


which assists us greatly in the running of our schools.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the East Bridgewater School Committee and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


I am pleased to submit the annual report of the Administrative Team of the 
East Bridgewater Public Schools for 1992. In spite of the financial challenges which 
have affected all segments of local government, the reports of the principals and 
directors present a positive picture of a school system doing its best with 
difficult fiscal constraints to focus on the needs of all students. 
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The East Bridgewater Public Schools continue to be regarded highly by the 
community and by the larger community within the State of Massachusetts. Student 
achievement is good and continues to show progress. The wide variety of honors and 
awards which East Bridgewater students continue to garner is indicative of the 
variety and comprehensive nature of programs and activities still available to 
students. Parent and student involvement continues to grow and prosper as the 
schools investigate ways to insure a greater awareness of the needs of its primary 
customer--students 


Indeed, due to the funding available in 1992, no additional reductions in 
personnel or programs were required. This has given the School Committee and the 
administration an opportunity to focus on the real needs of the East Bridgewater 
Public Schools, as well as begin planning for the future--a process which will 
eventually involve the entire community. The 21st Century is close at hand, and the 
needs of our students may be very different from today. 


Considering the future needs of students of the East Bridgewater Public 
Schools, a greater investment in technology for student and teacher use, along with 
the necessary retraining and training to assist all students and staff in the best 
educational applications of modern electronic technology, must be considered a 


major priority. All East Bridgewater students should have the necessary skills with 
which to compete in an ever increasingly technological world. 


Another major need of the East Bridgewater Public Schools continues to be the 
need for additional elementary classrooms and support facilities. The Middle School 
Building Addition Committee is currently reviewing its original plan for an addition 
to the Middle School in order to meet educational needs, as well as be acceptable to 
the community. While the State has extended the 80 percent funding for the project 
through Fiscal 1995, it is critical that an acceptable plan be approved by the Town 
soon due to the large number of building projects which already have been submitted 
to the Department of Education. School enrollment will continue to increase and make 


a_ very difficult problem more critical. 


In addition to the need for additional school facilities is the concern of 
providing adequate maintenance for existing buildings and grounds. Due to budget 
cuts, custodial positions have been eliminated at all schools, community use has 
been curtailed, and only limited funds have been available for custodial and 
maintenance personnel to keep our present facilities in a usable condition. Deferred 
routine maintenance will ultimately cost taxpayers more in the long run. In spite of 
the dedicated efforts of our custodial staff and the pride which they take in 
maintaining our buildings and grounds, we are losing ground. A much larger bill may 
be the price in the future. 


Since most of the major problems confronting the East Bridgewater Public 
Schools center around lack of adequate funding, it is hoped that Education Reform 
legislation will provide a more equitable distribution of State Aid in support of 
schools for East Bridgewater. In spite of the fact that the Town of East Bridgewater 
has allocated its local resources fairly to education, the cost per pupil for the 
East Bridgewater Public Schools is still significantly below State Average. A 
Foundation Aid Formula based on equalizing the cost per pupil throughout the State 
would bring much needed funds for educational use, as well as ultimately bringing 
local tax relief by allowing the Town to reduce expenditures for education once the 
foundation target has been met. In the long run, major increases in State Aid will 


be necessary to sustain the East Bridgewater Public Schools and provide tax relief 
for the Town. 


In closing, I ask the School Committee and the Citizens of the Town of East 
Bridgewater to read the reports of your school leaders contained in this annual 
report. The people who work in the East Bridgewater Public Schools make the 
difference! We have good schools because we select and support good people, and they 
focus on what is best for students. 
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To the members of the School Committee who continue to provide a good 
education for East Bridgewater students despite the fiscal realities and increasing 
personal time requirements, I offer my respect and gratitude. 


A special thank you to Mrs. Anne Kaiser, a very talented administrative 
secretary, and my office staff for their consistent commitment to high standards of 


service and support.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I am pleased to submit to you this report on the delivery of special services 
to East Bridgewater students. During the 1991-92 school year, 402 students were 
served through various special education programs. Of the number, over 88% were 
served within our own classrooms and programs. 


We continue to have a fully integrated special services delivery model at the 
elementary level. In this model the students remain in their regular classrooms 
while receiving help from the special needs staff. This model has been very 
successful in helping students to retain their self esteem while coping with 
learning problems. The fact that it works well is a credit to the regular and 
special education teachers involved and to the may aides who help carry out the 
program. This program continued to serve as a model to other school systems in the 
state and, as such, received numerous visitors throughout the year. 


Our preschool program, begun the previous school year, continued to develop 
and was very successful. Because of this program we were able to meet the needs of 
all of our preschool special needs students here within our own district. The 
preschool program is also an integrated program as are the other elementary special 
education programs. At the preschool level this means that non-disabled students are 
recruited from the preschool population of the town. These children then serve as 
models and peers for the special education preschool aged children. As a result, all 
of the children learn that everyone is valued in spite of their differences. The end 
of the 1992 school year saw the departure of our preschool teacher and Early 
Childhood Coordinator, Mrs. Leslie Whitlock, who had done an excellent job in both 
roles. Mrs. Whitlock moved to Virginia and will be greatly missed. 


At the Middle School, special services were again provided through a 
combination of mainstreaming and pull-out programs based on the strengths and needs 
of the students. In addition, two substantially separate programs continued to meet 
the needs of students who required more individual and continual attention than 
could be otherwise provided. The range of services available to special needs 
students at the Middle School is such the only very extreme cases need to be placed 
in outside programs. The dedication and accepting attitude demonstrated by the 
special services staff and by the administration enhance the chances for success for 
all special students at the Middle School. 


The High School continued to provide resource help to students with special 
needs through highly individualized instruction. As at the other schools, this 
instruction was supplemented with speech therapy or adaptive physical education 
services where necessary. 


In the area of health and safety, the Middle School nurse, Mrs. Lynn Oakley, 
retired. Due to budget restraints, the Middle School was only able to replace her 
with a part time health side. Additional health coverage and administration of 
medications was provided by the nurse based at the High School, Mrs. Pat Urban. 


The guidance department also saw a reduction in personnel. Following the 
retirement of Mrs. Tennihan from the Middle School, Mrs. Jane Cartier was 
transferred from the High School to the Middle School. This brought the number of 
guidance counselors at the High School down from four to three. 


Fiscal year 1992 was very successful in terms of grant monies received. Total 


grant funding for the year amounted to $267,252. This represented an increase of 
$27,483 over the previous year. 
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Grant funds were used to provide drug abuse prevention education and services; 
to purchase computers for the High School; to hire aides to implement the integrated 
special education services at the elementary level; to hire aides to help with the 
remediation of reading and math at the Middle School and Central School; to contract 
for Adaptive Physical Education services for all schools; to contract for physical 
and occupational therapy services for the preschool and Kindergarten; to hire a part 
time Early Childhood coordinator and a part time preschool teacher; and to provide 
extensive staff training in the areas of math and science and in any other topics. 
Topics given particular attention included heterogeneous grouping in classrooms, 
using peer groups as a means of enhancing instruction and learning, and ways of 
increasing the integration of special needs students into regular classrooms. In 
addition, considerable inservice training time was spent on reviewing the 
Chapter 766 (special education) regulations and forms as revised and mandated by the 
state. 


The 1991-92 school year saw the expansion of the Chapter I remedial math and 
reading program to include the second and third grades at the Central School. Prior 
to this year, the program has been in grades 5 through 8 only. The program also has 
a new teacher, Miss Kathy Raulinaitis, who admirable stretched herself between both 
sites and 6 grades. She was helped by 4 full time aides and one part time aide, all 
of whom deserve credit for their excellent work during this year of transition. 


Other changes that occurred during the school year included moving to a 
comprehensive computer data collection system at each of the schools. The program, 
called MacSchool, will eventually allow the schools to be connected by an electronic 
network for the immediate sharing of data on all students, as well as allowing for 
easier access to the data within each school. The program may also be used for 
scheduling of classes and for production of report cards. 


In summary, the 1991-92 school year was a very active and productive one in 
the area of pupil personnel services. The staff continues to be outstanding and 
commendable in their energy and dedication to meeting the needs of all of the 
students of East Bridgewater.

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There is a committee working on plans for a Middle School addition which would 
solve the overcrowding problem at the Central School if the town approves the 
funding. There have been significant changes due to overcrowding. The gym was 
converted last year to a double grade three classroom, and gym classes are now held 
in the cafeteria. The Kindergarten class began their fourth year at the High School 
Annex with an additional session due to increased enrollment. Mrs. Linda Buckley was 
selected as the teacher for this session. Mrs. Kathy McNealey, the new coordinator 
and teacher, has done exceptionally well implementing the integrated pre-school 
program at the kindergarten. Regardless of the overcrowding, the staff morale 
remains high with an exceptional degree of commitment and dedication to the 
children. 


Mr. John Shea was appointed as the Assistant Principal due to Mrs. Mary Ann 
Morrissey's acceptance of the position of Principal of the Robinson School in 
Mansfield, MA. Mr. Shea has nineteen years experience at the elementary level both 
as teacher, and then as the Math specialist for the Central School. He is an 
exceptionally well qualified and competent person for this position. 


Mrs. Susan Skeiber has been promoted to the position of Math Specialist. She 
taught at this level for seventeen years and has a Master's Degree in math/Computer 
Science. Mrs. Skeiber has an outstanding background for this new role. 


Mrs. Ann Harper was selected as the Central School Reading Specialist due to 
the retirement of Mrs. Maureen O'Neil. Mrs. Harper has a master's degree in reading 
and twelve years experience at the elementary level. We are pleased to welcome a 
person of such high caliber to our staff. The reading program we use is a co-basel 
with the Scribner and Houghtin-Mifflin series. We are also implementing the newest 
D.C. Health Series in grade one as a pilot program to possibly replace the two older 
reading series. 


The guidance counselors, Mrs. Lois Southworth and Mrs. Judith Belk are very 
much involved with student placement, testing, child abuse and neglect programs, 
along with crisis intervention situations. The counselors are an essential component 
in our communication between teachers, students and parents to assure the success of 
each child. 


Mrs. Deborah Bastable was appointed to fill a grade two vacancy this year. she 
has a Master's Degree from Boston College and ten years experience. Mrs. Bastable 
had previously taught at the Central School for five year. 


Mrs. Victoria Boucher, Central School librarian, has a large annual 
circulation of books with this unique school/town library program. As well as having 
library once a week, the children receive special subject instruction on a weekly 
basis from Mrs. Katherine Douglas, art teacher, Mrs. Carolyn Post, physical 
education teacher and Mrs. Mary Ann Rebhan, music teacher. 


This year, we have again seen positive community support and town department 
cooperation in many areas. Safety Officer Michael Kennedy has provided the DARE 
program, as well as teaching school bus evacuation, seat belt safety awareness, and 
child abuse prevention. He represents a very positive image of the Police Department 
for the children. Chief Parow has arranged visits to the Fire Station. Mr. Trudeau 
of the Highway Department is most cooperative with outside maintenance items on the 
playground. 


Mrs. Mary Ann Roan's Parent Volunteer Program is exemplary. Volunteers work in 


classrooms, the library, computer center, at home, and with special events at the 
School. They gave over 1000 hours of time to the school last year. 
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This is a very large school which is cleaned and maintained by the Head 
Custodian, Mr. E. Russell Murphy, and his two men, Mr. Tony LePine and Mr. Don 
Kerrigan. In the cafeteria, Mrs. Jeanette O'Day and her workers, prepare several 
hundred meals daily. Mrs. Hope Wilson, the school nurse sees approximately 50-70 
children in the clinic each day. The very competent school secretaries, Mrs. Tesson 
and Mrs. Collins, are best known to the children and parents as the friendly, 
helpful people in the office who really run the school. 


The central office staff with Mr. Achin, Administrative Assistant and Mrs. 
Levine, Pupil Personnel Director are always helpful to us. Mr. Mitchell, I would 
like to express to you my sincere appreciation for your support to the Central 
School. I have found your advice and encouragement essential in the administration 
of the school. The School Committee with Chairman Mr. John Leonard, works diligently 
to provide an excellent school system for the citizens of East Bridgewater.

REPORT OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Dear Mr. Mitchell; 


I respectfully submit my annual report to you as Principal of the East 
Bridgewater Middle School. 


The total school enrollment at the end of December 1992, was 702 students. 
Distribution by grade was as follows: 
Grade 5 - 185 Grade 6 - 178 Grade 7 - 179 Grade 8 - 160 
TOTAL 702 students 
This represents a net increase of twenty-two students over the 1991 enrollment. 


Overcrowding in both the Central School and the Middle School continues to be 
a major issue that affects both schools dramatically. All space in the Central 
School has been converted into classrooms with the Gymnasium presently utilized as a 
two-station classroom. The Kindergarten remains housed in 5 classrooms at the High 
School. All classroom space at the Middle School is occupied with both classrooms 
and special area programs. 


The Middle School Building Addition Committee has diligently attempted to 
provide the community with sensible solutions to this space problem, but, to date, 
all of their efforts have been unsuccessful. The committee has the following 
membership this past year:

In January, the Building Committee met with the Board of Selectmen and 
_Yepresentatives of the Finance Committee, and the decision was made to continue the 
task of solving the problem of overcrowded schools at the elementary level in East 
Bridgewater. The committee provided more information to town officials and the 
public by issuing a comprehensive report which detailed the proposed 
addition/renovation project and the costs associated with construction. The goal was 
to bring the matter to the town so that the rate of 80% reimbursement from the State 
of Massachusetts could be guaranteed. The Town Meeting, which was held on March 23, 
1992, passed an article to appropriate an amount not to exceed $10,000,000 for 
financing the addition contingent upon the Town receiving not less than 80% 
reimbursement. At the annual town election, held on April 11, 1992, the voters did 
hot approve a ballot question which would have funded the proposed project. 
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The Committee resumed its work in August when it decided to have the 
architectural firm of Alderman & MacNeish investigate alternate sites as possible 
school settings. The new Town Hall, the ABCO building on Bedford Street, the Hexagon 
building on North Bedford Street, the Grabau building on Pleasant Street , the 
proposed Day Care Center on Highland Street, and the Murray building on Whitman 
Street were evaluated and in a comprehensive report by the Architect to the Building 
committee, these six sites were not recommended as suitable because of cost, 
location or type of construction. The Committee also polled the public for direction 
about continuing their charge to recommend to the Town a solution to the 
overcrowding problem. This was done at the Open Houses held in the schools in the 
fall, and at the National Election in November. A total of 1269 responses were 
tallied on the questions, "Should the Committee continue its efforts to secure 
funding for an addition?" The responses showed that 84.2% of the people wanted the 
Committee to continue their quest. Since that time, they have worked with the 
architects in an attempt to reconfigure the space needs and lower the cost estimate. 
The committee intends to return to the Town with its latest proposals in the Spring 
of 1993. 


Class size has increases dramatically at the Middle School due to the 
reduction of two teaching positions two years ago coupled with the inability to 
provide needed classroom positions in this year's budget. In grades 5 & 6, the 
average class size is 30 to 1; in Grades 7 & 8, the average is 26 to 1. These ratios 
will continue to grow larger because of increased enrollment in all grades. The same 
can be said in the special Area classes. Maintenance projects have been consistently 
deferred, but the Middle School has been in operation for twenty-six years and age 
and use have taken a toll on both equipment and structure. Many of the repair items, 
as well as the provisions for handicapped accessibility and the new oil storage 
tanks which are required by recently passed legislation, were to be included in the 
New Addition Project. These two items alone are projected to cost $285,000, and must 
be done to meet Federal and State requirements. Fiscal restraints at the local and 
state level have contributed to this dilemma, but the primary problem is the fact 
that the East Bridgewater Middle School cost per pupil, as reported by the State of 
Massachusetts, was $3,523 per student. The figure places the Middle School at the 
bottom 8% in spending per pupil, while only 14 schools spend less. Financial help in 
the form of increased local and state support is necessary. 


Students and teachers joined together to experience a wide range of activities 
and special programs during the past year. One hundred fifteen fifth grade students, 
accompanied by parents and staff as well as members of the Police Department, 
attended Nature's Classroom for a week in the Spring. The second literary magazine, 
"Memories and Imaginations", was published by eighth grade students. The Drug Abuse 
Resistance Education Program was taught by Officer Michael Kennedy in Grade 6 and 
Officer John Cowan in Grade 8. Ms. Karen Cassidy, Drug Education Coordinator, 
conducted staff inservice programs as well as student information seminars about the 
issues of substance abuse. The Home Economics Department implemented a new 
Environmental Health course for seventh grade. Again, the Middle School Parents and 
Teachers for the Arts provided a full program of cultural enrichment experiences to 
the student body. 


Staff development continued and teachers had the opportunity to attend 
professional conferences and participate in inservice workshops in a variety of 
areas. Curriculum release time during the school year, as well as summer curriculum 
work on specific topics identified for improvement were made possible through a 
combination of grant money and in-house funding. Four Middle School teachers 
participated in an innovative teacher enhancement program at Bridgewater State 
College which was funded by the National Science Foundation. Entitled Project SWIMS, 
the program focused on the research of whales in their natural habitat, and the 
development of school based learning activities using the insight that teachers 
gained in that program. 
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The need to incorporate new technology into the school program was a constant 
point of emphasis. Additional Macintosh computers have been integrated into a 
network which includes the administrative, guidance and curriculum departments. 
Teachers and students continue to explore new ways to incorporate technology tools 
such as computers, CD-ROM, video and laser disk players into everyday learning 
activities. A second team of sixth grade students participated in "Kids & Computers" 
at the State House in Boston, and were recognized for their efforts by Senator 
Kirby. 


There were several important individual and student body accomplishments in 
1992. The East Bridgewater Public Health Nursing Association commended the students 
of the Middle School for their participation in the Annual Christmas Appeal. In the 
last two drives, over $4,000 as well as a considerable number of toys were 
graciously donated by the students under the supervision of the Student Council. 
Thirty students attended the Summer School Program at Bridgewater State College 
entitled Project Contemporary Competitiveness, which offered to academically 
talented youngsters, and provides them with enrichment courses that cannot be 
offered at the local level. Eighteen eighth grade students were involved in the 
presentation of the play "Addict" to both the student body and parents. Ms. Guarino 
directed that play and was assisted by Officer Kennedy with this production. Six 
students participated in a two day political crisis simulation sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology which focused on the dissolution of the Soviet 
Union and had the students represent various political interests involved in that 
Significant historical moment. In March, Brian Fitzgerald competed in the State 
Finals of the National Geography Bee. Sarah Alger represented the school in the 
| Regional Spelling Bee sponsored by the Scripps-Howard Foundation. Brian Ferrell- 
| Locke and Darrell Morey received recognition for their performance in the Johns 
Hopkins University Talent Search. They took the College Entrance Examination as 
} seventh graders and scored a proficiency level that entitled them to Letters of 
| Distinctions. Stacey Butler was a State finalist in an essay contest about what the 
Presidency meant to her, and was recognized by Lt. Governor Cellucci for her 
efforts. 


Several staff members were honored by community and professional organizations 
in 1992. Mrs. Jane Cartier, our Guidance Counselor, received a letter of 
commendation from Rhoda Schneider, the Acting Commissioner of Education, for her 
| work with the National Assessment of Educational Progress Testing Program. Mrs. 
Patricia McCusker, Grade 5 teacher, was honored as the "Woman of Distinction" in the 
community by the East Bridgewater Girl Scouts. Mrs. Kathleen Teahan, Grade 7/8 
English teacher, was appointed as a judge in the program to recognize Excellence in 
Student Literary magazines by the National Council of Teachers of English. Finally, 
the memory of Mrs. Mary Wilcox was honored when her portrait was hung in the lobby 
the Middle School. This was a most fitting tribute to a lady whose dedication and 
commitment to the students and the music program in East Bridgewater was obvious. 


In closing, I would like to personally thank all of the parents and community 
|Members who so generously volunteered to help our students. Mrs. MaryAnn Roan 

| coordinated a volunteer program designed to directly help staff in the delivery of 

| Services to students in the classroom, and twenty-three parents assisted her in this 
_work. Mrs. Judy Hanson and Mrs. Jayne Broydrick supervised the activities of the 
Bookstore. The staff, as usual, continued to provide the students with educational 

| experiences of the highest quality; and they do so because of their commitment to 

| their profession and their students. Finally, my thanks to you, your staff, and the 
School committee for their efforts in support of the education of the youth of our 
town.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
Dear Mr. Mitchell; 


It is a pleasure to submit the annual report of the High School for the year 
1992. The enrollment of the school on October 1, 1992 was 625. This was an increase 
of approximately 40 students from the enrollment at the end of June 1992. It is 
projected that the High School enrollment will remain at about this number, 625, 
until 1995 at which time the school population will begin a gradual increase. Budget 
reductions of recent years resulted in staff and program reductions that have 
visible impact on the instructional program. The High School has some very large 
classes, especially in the foreign language area, and is lacking courses in areas 
such as business technology. As the enrollment increases after 1995, we will be 
lacking necessary classrooms if five rooms remain devoted to kindergarten. The 
ultimate, anticipated increase in High School enrollment will enable us to schedule 
more courses with greater flexibility and opportunities for students, provided space 
and staff are commensurate. 


The 1992 year, beginning in January, was a continuation of significant budget 
reductions. The loss of seven additional positions at the High School, combined with 
the previous year's reduction of five positions, resulted in a total of twelve 
instructional positions that no longer exist. These reductions are reflected in 
fewer course options for our students and larger class size. It also means that 
students often become "locked into" a schedule in September that cannot be changed 
once the school year begins. The loss of additional support positions also impacted 
all aspects of the High School program. Everyone must do with less. Overall, we 
believe that we have met this challenge and that students are still receiving a 
quality education in East Bridgewater High School. It must be noted, however, that 
all staff and students are affected by these conditions. A professional staff that 
has experience, commitment and expertise has made the difference in getting through 
these difficult economic times. 


September 1992 and the start of the 1992-93 school year was welcomed as it 
heralded a return to stability. There were no further substantive staff or program 
reductions for the current school year. This is a tribute to the community and to 
the work of the School Committee and other town agents, all of whom demonstrated 
their commitment to the future of our young people and to the inportance of 
education in preparation for the 2lst century. We were not completely unscathed as 
the successful My Turn, School to Work Transition program, was not able to be funded 
for the second year in a row. While East Bridgewater did not fund the program last 
year, My Turn, Inc. supported the local program through grant monies received by the 
organization. Grant funding did not allow this for another year and our High School 
was forced to reduce the program. Again, through My Turn, Inc. grant funding, we 
have maintained the grade 10 program, called RISE. This program stresses self esteem 
and early development skills. The important grade 12 My Turn program which actually 
transitions students to jobs was eliminated. As our community faces the stresses of 
higher unemployment figures and increased numbers of citizens coping with declining 
socio-economic expectations, it is very important that we make every effort to 
provide career development programs for a segment of our student population. We must 
remember that at present approximately 30% of our student body expects to enter the 
work force directly from graduation, without the benefit of continued educational 
programs. 


A very positive and beneficial program has been sustained though the stability 
of funding for the present school year. We have solidified the concept of a grade 9 
instructional team for a selected group of students. This program, called ALPS, has 
been a pilot operation to determine if it could be maintained without reduced 
staffing pattern and if the instructional methodology of the team approach would be 
successful at the High School. The ALPS program has exceeded all expectations with 
the students receiving the benefit of team planning for instruction, collegial 
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development of current research in learning and holistic philosophy of student 
management. Our team is coordinated by vocational teacher, Nancy Miller. The team 
consists of Michael Dunphy, Nick Paone and Spenser Bernstein, along with Mrs. 
Miller. This group has pioneered the program and deserves much credit for the 
success of students in the program and the promises that this program holds for the 
future. 


While we began the current school year with reduction of the My Turn grade 12 
program as the only program reduction, we cannot lose sight of the tenuous position 
that faces our academic program as a result of the budget cuts of previous years. 
Several aspects of our instructional program are marginal in the offerings that can 
be made. We are mindful of the changing needs of students and the educational 
research that demands changes for the changing needs of our society. There is need 
for an Educational Technology Coordinator to oversee the instructional 
implementation of our computer programs and the administrative scheduling, grading 
and attendance programs. East Bridgewater High School has received awards for its 
integration of computers into the instructional curriculum. It is essential for our 
students that we develop our computer programs and applications in pace with the 
business world. We are engaged in professional development programs to ensure that 
our faculty is knowledgeable as to cooperative learning techniques, learning styles, 
integrated special and regular education, critical thinking and problem solving 
methodologies, student centered activities and the changing role of the teacher. Our 
instructional focus is rapidly becoming one of application of knowledge and outcomes 
for students. 


We are committed to exploring and developing new paradigms for the decade of 
the 90s. These are exciting and demanding times in education. The High School has 
formed a Community and School Committee to function as a task force for the purpose 
of establishing a mission statement for future direction. The Community and School 
Committee (CSC) is comprised of parents and other community members, faculty, staff 
and students of the High School. To date, this group has had training in developing 
core values statements and is starting to formulate those beliefs that will be the 
foundation for the High School mission. When the mission statement and its 
underlying core values have been determined, we expect that these statements of 
commitment will drive all management decisions of the school as we all commit to the 
cooperative philosophy that will evolve. This process promises to be motivational to 
all of us and it is exciting to work so closely with a committee that is a 
partnership of the community and the schools. The community members of this 
committee are: Fred Chapman, Joanne Erickson, Jane Haines, Frank Hallquist, Susan 
Muir, Don Nelson, Paul Nisby, Diane Pacheco, Carol Robertson and Mike Sullivan. 


Our parent volunteer group, Concerned Adult Resources for Education (CARE) 

' continues to develop into a vital support organization for the school. This group, 
coordinated by Jane Haines and Dorothy Tully, provides many services for the school. 
The volunteers tutor, supervise, perform clerical tasks, chaperone and are available 
'_for a myriad of other assignments. The role of this group continues to expand as the 
| CARE parents hold monthly meetings and discussion sessions. They have become 

| informed as to school topics as well as providing volunteer service. It appears that 
our CARE parents will be more significant and necessary as we continue to work 
_together to meet needs and to support our students with assistance, motivation and 
recognition. Appreciation also goes to our wonderful Viking Music Parents and Sports 
Parents. They are always there for our musicians and athletes. Without their 
tireless efforts the school would not be able to provide the high level of 
programming in the music and athletic programs. Our Viking Marching Band was awarded 
second place in the New England Scholastic Band Association Competition. Our 
Athletics have maintained the high percentage of participation and has begun another 
School year of exciting involvement. The High School Cross Country team won the 
South Shore League championship in the fall. Our athletes and musicians are always a 
source of pride to the school, the parents and the town. 
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The entire student body is a credit to the community of East Bridgewater. 
While we cannot ignore the ever growing group of students who must cope with serious 
emotional, social and often, family problems, our students are to be commended for 
their sincerity, responsibility and genuine concern for their education, their 
school and their community. It is indeed a privilege and a pleasure to work with the 
students of our High School. The graduating class of 1992 made many varied decisions 
as to college and career choices: 70% planning higher education and 30% planning 
entry into the military or work. Of those students continuing their education 42% 
planned to attend a four year college, 22% a two year college and 6% another type of 
educational program. The work force called 24% and 6% went directly to a military 
career. 


East Bridgewater High School offers much beyond the regular educational 
program for its students. The Student Activity program is considered to co- 
curricular with much to be gained by student involvement. Each school year begins 
with the community wide celebration of Homecoming weekend. We have a very active AFS 
Club which sponsors foreign exchange students and an International Fair. Our 
Technology Education Dept. will present its Technology Fair for the 3rd year. Mrs. 
Nancy Miller is chairperson of the My Turn, Inc. Career Fair co-sponsored with West 
Bridgewater, which will be held at the East Bridgewater gym this year. We are very 
proud of our newly organized Math Club, advised by Eileen Bent and Leanna Russell, 
which has done so well in the first year of participation. The Key Club, advised by 
George McCabe continues to provide many service oriented activities and projects, 
including the Halloween Party for young children and "Meals on Wheels” for holidays. 
Our Student Senate, advised by Student Activities Coordinator Barbara Gillespie, 
plays a major role in school goverance. Other students fulfill interests in the 
Health Careers Club, Art Club, Amnesty International, SADD and class activities. 
Students who meet academic criteria are enrolled in the National Honor Society, a 
prestigious recognition. Students are also honored each month in a cable television 
program which names those students who have excelled in specific subject areas and 
selects one student as "Student of the Month". The faculty Academic Excellence 
Committee is now working with the CARE parents to extend academic motivation and 
recognition. 


It is not possible to name all who make our school a place of achievement. 
Each and every member of our faculty and staff is a part of the outcome. Our 
Assistant Principal George Kelly is worthy of special note as his job has become 
even more demanding with our staff reductions. The special needs of so many of our 
trouble students also become his particular concern. Mr. Kelly's respect for each 
individual student underscores all student management policies. We strive to promote 
a positive learning environment for all students and believe that all students can 
be successful. 


We are grateful for the efforts of a School Committee dedicated to excellence. 
We appreciate the support of Supt. Mitchell and the assistance of Mrs. Levine and 
Mr. Achin. As always, we acknowledge the invaluable service of Mrs. Anne Hynes, our 
High School librarian. Mrs. Hynes makes the school library the "hub of our 
universe". The tenuous nature of our academic and support programs, due to the 
fiscal constraints of the past years, has caused much concern. The students of East 
Bridgewater are very capable. Our alumni never cease to amaze us with their 
achievements as they move ahead into adult lives, careers and the contributions of 
citizenship. The community of East Bridgewater is rewarded by these accomplishments 
for the sacrifices that have been made to maintain a high school with opportunity 
for everyone. This support is recognized and appreciated by all; it is accompanied 
by a pledge to do all that we can to fulfill the potential our students bring to us. 
We seek your continued support.

I am pleased to submit the annual report of the School Food Service for 1992. 
As in the past the School Food Service continues to offer nutritious and appetizing 
noon day meals to the students of East Bridgewater. 


Due to significant changes over the years in the reimbursement amounts and 
commodity offerings received from State and Federal government nutrition programs, 
lunches have been modified to meet the changing needs and requests of the students 
|while still providing nutritious meals. As a result of these cut backs in the 
commodities received, the preparation of meals has gone from the scratch preparation 
to more of a fast-food type of operation. The favorite foods of the students are 
chicken nuggets and pizza. In addition to providing the Type A meal for all 
| students, the lunch program has an extensive a-la-carte program which provides a 
| variety of different offerings, such as pizza, sandwiches, fruit, ice cream, juice, 
| etc. The profit realized on the a-la-carte items supplements the losses sustained by 
the lunch program on Type A lunches. 


The school lunch program also provides some limited quantities of commodities 
ad milk to the Kindergarten students, as well as meals for the elderly on a weekly 
| basis at the Middle School. 


One significant change in the school lunch program has been the retirement of 
the long term director Mrs. Theresa Sullivan and the assignment of her duties to the 
Administrative Assistant to the Superintendent.
